The lift of the Ruffian fleet, ju‘t announced in the publi¢ 
prints, muft imprefs one important truth on the wind of e- 
very reader, which is, that although Roffia‘is fertile in men, 
it is not fo in regard to naval officers; Out of the ffeen 
thips of the line, four of them are comtmanded by Britith 
officers, as are alfo ¢wo of the four frigates. Thus we have 
not only taught them the road to maritime power, bit even 


now, ini this critical fituation, fx Britons conduct their thips - 


to ferve our enemies. 

In cafe it fhould be thought-neceffary to o} 
ed Northern Neutrality in their intention to furnifh our enes 
mies with {tores, how can the Englith Captains anfwer to 
their country, for refitting ber jult attempts to, preferve the 
dominion of the feas? And if either of them, fhould be tak- 
en in fuch refittance, would not they be as juftty deemed 
traitors as if taken, on board a Spanish. or French thip?. ..It 
is not the botrom on which a fubje& entbarks which contti- 
tutes the traitor; but dire@ting a fingle gun to be fired:a» 
gaintt the Britith flag, moft effectually does. " 

A very ftrong memorial was‘di 
Harris, our Envoy at Peterfburgh, to be prefented without 
a moment’s delay to the Emprefs, in confequence of thé 
prefent holtile appearance of the Ruffian flag in the Britith 
Channel, while the two’ nations reciprocally profefs the moit 
perfe& amity towards each other. 

An article in the foreign Gazettes, dated Paris, Auguft 
4, fays, with a kind of {neer, ** We have a great curiolity 
here, td know what kind of falutation the Englith fquadrons 
will give to the Ruffian men of war, whilft they are paffing . 
through the Channel in their wey to Breit.”——No doubt 
the French are anxious to know what concerns them fo very 
nearly. Leah 52 

we are informed that feveral fhips of force have been pris 
vately difpatched to reinforce Admiral Roditey. Their o-- 
ftenfible deftination has been fome f* vice near home, but 
their fecret infructions have been, immediately upon per- 
forming that fmall duty, to repair to the Weit Indice, 
which they have done imperceptibly; which, with thofe 
that are publicly known to have gone thither, will materi- 
ally alter the fituation of the brave Admiral. 

A letter from an officer in Admiral Geary’s fleet, which 
came by the lat difpatches, among other things, mentions, 
«* That two or three {mall fquadrons had been detached 
from the grand ficet, in queft of fome of the enemy’s fqua- 
drons which have been feen off Cape Finifterre, and to the 


- S. W. of that on the coaft of Portugal, among which were 


the Duke, and Prince George ; that Geary had particular 
orders not to quit his itation off Breit ; that if the fquadrons 
which were out belonging to our fleet, faw a great fuperio- 
rity of the enemy, they were then to retreat to the grand 
fleet, which at prefent confifts of only twenty-one ‘thips of 
the line, and four frigates.” This may be depended on. ag 
authentic. 

By the above excellent manceuvre, it is almoft next to an 
impuffibility the Breft fleet will form a junction with thofe 
of Cadiz this fummer, with fighting their way through Gea- 
ry’s, which neither of them will attempt ; while we have ¢- 
very reafon to hope thele detachments from our grand feet 
will not only maintain’ the fovereignty of the feas on the 
Bay, and on the Spanith and Portuguefe coaits, but harrafs 
thejr trade, and perhaps pick up fome of their ftraggling 
thips of war. T'he above plan, it is fatd, was put in execu- 
tion at the exprefs command of a great périonage, fo that 
we need not fear.a foreign invafion this feaion, 

Lord Mansiicld has taken the houfe in Great Ruffel-fireet 
lately occupied by the Hon. Mr Beauclerk, behind which

Agto-you from: this port, where contrary winds have obliged 
me te putin. =. / 

On Thurfday the roth ihftant, at Kalf paft four’ in the afternoon, 
ftanding in under Uthant, in queit of the fleet, the wind at that time 
about E. N. E, we difcovered, through the haze, a {quare-rigged vet- 
fe and eette? under our lee, lying to with their heads to the north- 
ward, diftant from us about four miles; whereupon we made fail, beat 
to quarters, and edged towards them, which the thip perceiving, wore, 
hauled to the wind, backed her mizen topefail, and waited our ap- 
proach, the cutter working off and on. At ‘to minutes palt five we 
got abreaft of her, and, within two cables length; upon thewing our 
colours, received her fire, which we inftantly retarned, and continued 
brifkly on both fides for about an hour, gradually nearing cach other; 
when our wheel being thot away, otir throwds, back-ftays; and running 
rigging much cut, we dropped on board of her. and continued the en- 
gegement in that pofition about 15 minutes; the enemy then defert- 
ng their great guns, attenrpted to board us, but were inflantly repul- 

with lofs. Our people boarded them: im return, fword in hand, 
ftruck their colours, and in a (hort time took pofleffiom of the fhip, 
which proved to be a French frigate called La Nymphe, commanded 
by the Chevalier du Remain, who died the fame evening ‘of the 
wounds he recéived ia the action. She is four years ojd, is copper- 
bottomed, mounts 32 guns, thoagh pierced for 40, and her comple- 
ment confifted @f 29m men. She had beeronly four days out of Breif, 
and was employed upon reconnoitring fervice off that port. 

Before ¥ ¢ my letter, I beg leave to add, that my officers and 
people in general thewed the greateft coolnefs and intrepidity on this 
occafion, and indeed merit more encomiums thaa I can find words to 
exprefS. Their conduét will, I flatter myfelf, meet with their Lord- 
fips approbation, and recommenif them to their future fayour.
